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PROGRESSIVE WEIGHT-BEARING CHANGES OF THE 
PATIENT UNDER PODIATRIC-ORTHOPEDIC MANAGEMENT* 


MEDICINE uses the Basal Metabolic Rate, 
Electrocardiogram, and similar tests for 
diagnosis as well as for the progress evalua- 
tion of the patient. Podiatry has generally 
used the regresson of symptoms as a means 
of measuring progress after treatment. 
Pain has often been the main criterion of 
malfunction of the foot. What is normal 
foot function? What is normal body bal- 
ance? Morton! has expressed his belief in 
equal distribution of the body weight an- 
terior and posterior to the navicular tub- 
erosity. Steindler?, in contrast, has indi- 
cated five units posterior and three units 
anterior. How do patients really stand and 
balance their body weight? Can an instru- 
ment be devised to measure the body and 
foot bearing weight of the patient? Morton 
developed an instrument to measure 
weight-bearing by different portions of the 
boot, but he did not measure podiatric 
patients, nor follow their treatment. 

In an attempt to answer these perplexing 
questions, a weight distribution machine 
was devised. 

It was the purpose of this study to meas- 
ure the distribution of weight-bearing of

podiatric patients to determine if any 
changes occurred due to podiatric-ortho- 
pedic treatment. 


Basic Assumptions 

1. It was assumed that weight-bearing 
could be measured by a scientific instru- 
ment. 

2. It was assumed that patho-mechanical 
foot problems create body weight-bearing 
disturbances. 

3. It was assumed that weight-bearing 
disturbances could be corrected by ortho- 
pedic treatment of the patho-mechanical 
foot problem. 


The Subjects 

A total of forty-three patients were se- 
lected as a random sample of those patients 
entering the podiatrist’s office for the first 
time. They were divided into two groups, 
eighteen male and twenty-five female, ages 
ranging from ten to sixty years. All had 
personal foot problems. 


Procedure 

An instrument was developed consisting 
of four scales, upon which the patient stood 
while the examiner simultaneously read 
the weight borne by each of four weight- 
bearing quadrants. It was hydraulically 
actuated to obtain greater accuracy. 
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The technique consisted of placing the 
patient on the instrument, facing forward, 
with the heels on two posterior quadrants 
and the two forefeet on two anterior quad- 
rants. The navicular tuberosity was used 
as the anterior-posterior point of bisection. 

The tips of the patient’s middle fingers 
were placed on the end of a postural stabil- 
izing bar. The eyes were focused forward. 
The stabilizing bar minimized body sway 
and standardized the body position. The 
examiner actuated the machine by releas- 
ing the quadrant scale levers and the pa- 
tient’s weight was recorded by quadrants. 
The reading was made within a one-third 
second period, and was recorded in units. 

It was not considered equal weight bear- 
ing of quadrants unless the differential 
was less than one unit. A two-unit differen- 
tial was required between right and left 
halves. 


Results and Discussion 

These data were collected at three stages. 
First, at the original office call; second, 
three months later; and third, six months 
after the original office call. 

Tabulations were made for each of the 
following: 

1. Age and Sex. 

2. Subjects having equal weight distri- 
bution between heels and forepart of the 
foot. 

3. Subjects having weight dominance in 
front of the navicular tuberosity. 

4. Subjects having weight dominance 
behind the navicular tuberosity. 

5. Subjects having equal weight distri- 
bution between right and left foot. 

6. Subjects with greater weight borne 
on right foot. 

7. Subjects with greater weight borne 
on left foot. 

8. Weight dominance by quadrant. 

9. Relationship of lateral tilt of iliac 
crest to same or contra-lateral limb weight- 
bearing dominance. 

Eighteen male and twenty-five female 
patients were measured. Each sex was 
divided into age brackets of 10 years, with 
an age range of 10-0 years. 

Only one subject, a male, in the age 
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bracket 30-39, had equal weight distribu- 
tion between the forefoot and heels. This 
was found during the first test but not 
later. Apparently podiatric patients do not 
bear weight in accordance with Morton’s 
theory. 

The number and percentage of patients 
in whom the forefoot carried the greater 
part of the weight of the foot was: 


Testl—2male — 11% 

3female — 12% 12% for both 
Test 2— 2 male 11% 

4female — 16% 14% for both 
Test 3 — 0 male — 0% 


5female — 20% 12% for both 


Females show a greater tendency toward 
forefoot dominance in weight-bearing, from 
these data. Those showing this tendency 
were in the 30-60 year range and amounted 
to 20% of the females tested. Podiatric 
treatment seems to cause this tendency to 
increase in the female while decreasing it 
in the male. 

During the three tests, a minimum of 
86% of the subjects tested showed heel 
dominance in weight-bearing. When sepa- 
rated for sex, this figure only drops to 80% 
in the females for Test. 3. This tendency 
persisted from Test 1 through 3. It may 
be stated that these data tend to agree with 
the statements of Steindler. 

Equal weight distribution between the 
limbs occurs in a small number of patients 
and diminishes with podiatric treatment, 
as the following data shows:

Left foot weight-bearing dominance 
shows greater change than the right foot.

Equal tendency toward increasing left foot 
dominance appears in male and female pa- 
tients as treatment progresses. 

The dominant quadrant of weight- 
bearing was determined in each instance. 
The heels are the predominant dominant 
quadrant with no tendency toward domi- 
nance by the right or left heel. Through- 
out the three tests, little variation was 
noted. Males have a slight tendency to right 
heel dominance and females left. 

The relationship of lateral tilt of the 
iliac crest to same or opposite side weight- 
bearing dominance was recorded. In spite 
of pelvic imbalance, these data fail to show 
a relationship between iliac tilt and domi- 
nance by either foot. It has been assumed 
that a high iliac crest on one side would 
cause a shift of weight to the opposite foot. 
This was not found to be so. From these 
data it could be stated that weight-bearing 
is unrelated to the pelvic tilt. This would 
suggest that further study is necessary.

Summary 

The need for an instrument to evaluate 
foot and weight-bearing has been stated. 

Forty-three patients were tested, each 
three times, on a weight-bearing instrument 
at intervals of three months. Eighteen were 
male and twenty-five were female, ranging 
in age from 10 to 60 years. The instrument 
measured the weight-bearing at four quad- 
rants of the feet, namely: (1) right heel, 
(2) right forefoot, (3) left heel, and (4) 
left forefoot. The navicular tuberosity was 
used as the bisecting point. 

These data were collected and compared 
for each of three tests or measurements. 
The tests were given at three-month inter- 
vals with treatment starting at the first 
visit. Equal weight distribution between 
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anterior and posterior portions of the foot 
was not confirmed. These data conflict 
with Morton's findings of equal weight 
borne on foreparts and heels of the feet. 

Weight dominance of the forepart of the 
foot averaged only 13%, with females being 
higher than males. 

The dominance of weight-bearing on the 
heels is overwhelming. At least eighty per- 
cent heel dominance was found. This cor- 
responds more closely with the statements 
of Steindler. 

Equal weight distribution between limbs 
occurred relatively infrequently. 

Right foot dominance occurred in one- 
half or 49% of cases. Left foot dominance 
increased from 33% to 44% from “test one” 
until “test three,” six months later. 

Males have a slight tendency toward right 
heel dominance and females, left heel. 

No significant relationship between the 
same side or contralateral weight-bearing 
dominance and the tilt of the pelvis was 
found. Further study is needed in this 
area. 

This study seems to indicate that definite 
postural changes are made through 
podiatric-orthopedic management and that 
the instrument used is a means for measur- 
ing these changes as a guide to progress of 
treatment. 


Recommendations 


1. Inasmuch as this is a_ preliminary 
study, further study is continuing, includ- 
ing increasing the number of cases. 

2. Additional study on groups other 
than patients is needed. 

3. The use of this weight measuring in- 
strument in clinics at colleges of podiatry 
would aid in enlarging the scope of this 
study. 

4. A greater number of cases at each age 
increment is needed, in addition to re- 
evaluation over a longer period of time.

SUBUNGUAL MELANOMA 
A Case Report

PaTIENT made an appointment to have an 
ingrown nail permanently removed. He 
said that he had been treating it himself 
for two years but about five days ago he 
dropped the top from a fruit basket on the 
toe and it became painful. 

Physical examination demonstrated a 
white, 69-year-old male with an awkward 
gait. The patient said he had slight diffi- 
culty walking in the dark; however, gross 
neurological examination was normal. The 
patient exhibited an infected, moderately 
tender, hypertrophic, foul smelling, darkly 
colored mass of tissue at the disto-lateral 
aspect of the right great toe. The nail was 
an integral part of this mass, but because 
of the recent trauma and secondary infec- 
tion differential diagnosis was impossible. 
There was an area of dull redness and 
swelling which extended along the pos- 
terior nail fold to the interphalangeal joint 
dorsolaterally. Vascular examination dem- 
onstrated no abnormalities. Radiographs 
and serology tests were negative. Treat- 
ment consisted of Achromycin V Cap- 
sules®!, Domeboro®? soaks and a serology 
which proved to be negative. 

The patient returned in three days and 
the toe appeared much improved. The 
patient stated that this was the way the 
toe had been for the past two years. With 
the secondary infection gone, the lesion 
could be seen more clearly as a definite 
necrotic mass extending under the nail 
plate posteriorly causing the posterior 
swelling and redness. Tenderness was not 
apparent.

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It was decided that a biopsy should be 
done, but because of the possibility of this 
being a subungual melanoma, a patholo- 
gist was consulted. The pathologist agreed 
and a small sliver of necrotic tissue was 
removed. Care was taken not to remove 
much tissue lest the growth of the tumor 
be accelerated. 

The pathologist stated that although he 
couldn’t give a positive diagnosis because 
of the scantiness of the tissue, he was sus- 
picious of melanoma. 

A general surgeon was consulted. He 
felt that the toe should be removed im- 
mediately. He did not want to take the 
responsibility of doing this without further 
consultation, and he recommended that the 
patient be presented before the tumor 
clinic at the Orange Memorial Hospital. 
The consensus of opinion of the tumor 
clinic was that the toe should definitely be 
removed, Opinion varied as to whether a 
radical groin dissection should be done, 
and/or profusion of the affected extremity 
with nitrogen mustard be instituted. 

Because of the radical nature of the 
latter procedures, the consulting surgeon 
decided to remove the toe and immediately 
biopsy it. If there was a positive diagnosis, 
then the radical groin dissection should be 
undertaken. It was felt that the profusion 
should not be done because of a lack of 
standardization of the procedure and 
varied major complications with no im- 
provement. 

The patient was hospitalized and on 
August 13, 1959, the toe was removed. Bi- 
opsy reported August 16, 1959, that it was 
definitely melano-carcinoma. On Septem- 
ber 7, 1959, a radical groin dissection was 
done. Thirty lymph nodes were removed, 
eighteen superficial and twelve deep. One

superficial node demonstrated metastatic 
lesions, which strongly suggests an unfavor- 
able long term prognosis.

A FIBROLIPOID TUMOR OF AN 
ORGANIZED THROMBOSIS OF A 
SUPERFICIAL VESSEL 


A Case Report

PATIENT, female, white, age 33, noticed a 
round-hard mass three months prior to of- 
fice visit. The growth was visible to the 
naked eye, and resembled the size and 
shape of a marble. It was located slightly 
inferior and posterior to the medial mal- 
leolus of the right ankle joint. 

There was pain on direct pressure and 
growth was moveable within a circumfer- 
ence of 14 inch. Flexion of the foot on leg 
caused the growth to move inferiorly and 
extension of the foot on leg moved the 
mass superiorly, indicating a close rela- 
tionship to the structures about the la- 
ciniate ligament. Soft tissue radiographs, 
lateral view at 50 KVP, 30 milliamp sec- 
onds, revealed an irregular-shaped mass, 
manifesting itself by an area of increased 
density. Decision was made to remove the 
mass surgically. Physical examination and 
laboratory finding were not significant. 

For pre-surgical medication, patient was 
given, one hour before surgery, .5 mg. 
Trilafon®! I.M.—and 114 gr. Sodium Seco- 
barbital®?. 5cc. Xylocaine®* 2°, with Epi- 
nephrine®* 1:100,000 was used to induce 
field block anesthesia. 

Incision was made over the center of 
the growth which was removed by blunt 
dissection. Four interrupted sutures of 
#000 nylon were used, holding the foot

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in flexion on the leg, to allow for tension 
on sutures during walking. The incision 
was dressed with polymixin B_ sulfate 
neomycin ointment. Patient was given 
Phenophen with Codeine 14 gr., one tablet 
every three hours if needed. The sutures 
were removed in seven days, and the patient 
was dismissed. 

A post-operative x-ray revealed no evi- 
dence of soft tissue abnormality remain- 
ing, as evidenced by the lack of an area of 
increased density when compared to the 
pre-operative x-ray. Pathologist’s report 
was: “Gross description—the specimen 
consists of several pieces of fibro-fatty tis- 
sue, the largest piece of which measures 
10.0 x 6.0 x 3.0 mm. They are cordlike 
resembling either nerve or vessel sur- 
rounded by yellow fat. Microscopic exami- 
nation—organized thrombosis of super- 
ficial vessels.”

SPONTANEOUS FRACTURE OF THE 
S=COND METATARSAL IN A CHILD OF 7 


A Case Report

A wuire, male child, age 7, presented 
himself at this office accompanied by the 
anxious mother. The patient stated that a 
week prior to visiting this office her son 
cried from pain he felt on the “top of his 
left foot.” This pain lasted a day and the 
child was complaining of pain only rarely 
at the time he visited this office. However, 
there was a puffy and swollen look to the 
foot for which the parent sought podiatric 
aid. 

The child walked with no apparent dif- 
ficulty or unusual gait. The child was well 
built, mentally alert, and evidently in good 
health. History revealed no recent trauma- 
tic injury to the foot. No fever, aches or 
pains, anywhere else in the body were evi- 
dent. Palpation under great pressure 
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revealed a painful area along the shaft of 
the second metatarsal. The foot was slightly 
swollen and there was no discoloration. 
During the course of the examination it 
was learned that the child stepped on a 
piece of glass two years previously. This 
injury was treated promptly at that time 
and there were no complications, 

X-ray examination at first inspection re- 
vealed no pathology. It was decided to 
treat the symptoms of slight swelling by a 
pressure strapping, and limit activities so 
as not to further strain the part. The 
parent was advised to call this office in seven 
days to report any change in the appear- 
ance of the foot. The parent did call to 
say that the foot still looked puffy and 
the child still experienced a little pain. A 
second inspection of the x-rays revealed a 
slight shadow along the medial aspect of 
the second metatarsal left foot which had 
gone unnoticed when first examined. Con- 
sidering the past history of injury by 
broken glass, a tentative diagnosis of foreign 
body was made. The patient was referred 


to an orthopedic surgeon for consultation. 
His examination and x-rays taken a full 10 
days after our examination revealed a well 
defined fracture of the second metatarsal. 
A diagnosis of spontaneous fracture of the 
second metatarsal was made and the proper 
therapy initiated. 


The purpose of this paper has been to 
report a case of spontaneous fracture of the 
second metatarsal in a child of 7. This 
condition is considered uncommon in a 
child of this age. “Spontaneous fracture 
of the metatarsal in children is uncommon 
but not really rare, notwithstanding the 
general impression that it is limited to 
adults, Childress (1946) reported a case of 
his own. His review of published reports 
disclosed only one other case, reported by 
Zeitlin and Odessky (1935). Popp (1953) 
reported 6 cases. Three personal cases were 
in children.”

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THE PRESIDENT REPORTS 


Providing Professional Foot Care in Britain, Russia and France 


“I know of no better single method of reaching mutual understanding than 
by multiplying our international contacts through people to people diplomacy.” 


Tuese words of President Eisenhower made 
a great impression upon me and persuaded 
me to put the occasion of a planned trip to 
Europe to this purpose. With the help of 
our headquarters staff, particularly Doctors 
Rubin and Nyman, a program of confer- 
ences and visits, taking approximately eight 
months to prepare, was arranged. 

So, with Mrs. Shapiro and our dear 
friend, Miss Catherine Clarke, of Toledo, 
Ohio, we sailed aboard the S. S. Nieuw 
Amsterdam for Europe to begin a tour 
which we felt has made a modest contribu- 
tion to the development and extension of 
friendships and good will through ex- 
changes of information on foot health edu- 
cation and care. 

The first conference was with some leaders 
of British Medicine, particularly A. A. A. 
Moore, Esq., Secretary of the Royal Col- 
lege of Surgeons; Dr. Grey Turner, Secre- 
tary of the British Medical Association, 
and Brigadier General R. D. Ambrose of 
Smith, Kline and French in the British 
Empire, at the Naval and Military Club. 
It would take me many pages to cover the 
numerous details concerning modern 
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British medical practice that we discussed, 
and many of the bits of information are 
of great interest to our American colleagues. 
However, to summarize this meeting, it was 
clearly evident that foot health practices 
are considered to be of extreme importance 
and of particular interest in Great Britain. 

What struck me with great force was the 
comprehension, on the part of medical 
leaders in England, of the importance of 
chiropodical participation in the total 
health picture. I was particularly amazed 
to learn that better than 95 per cent of 
the practicing men of medicine are familiar 
with chiropody in Great Britain. But it 
appears to me that they were not aware 
of the full potential of the profession. This 
in no way reflects upon British medicine, 
but suggests the similar condition existing 
in the United States, with this major excep- 
tion; whereas here in America a far less 
percentage of medical people are familiar 
with chiropody-podiatry, those that are 
familiar in the fullest sense, are beginning 
to recognize the important part the quali- 
field, well-trained specialist in our field can 
plan in the health of the people. 
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It is most difficult for me to thank the 
above named gentlemen for their most 
cordial reception, for their inquisitiveness 
into our methods and philosophy of prac- 
tice. With such leaders at the helm the 
future of the chiropody profession in Eng- 
land looks brighter to me than I was led to 
believe prior to this conference. 

With the most generous assistance of 
Mr. John Hall, President of the Society of 
Chiropodists of Great Britain, and Messrs. 
Franklin Charlesworth and S. G. Shipper, 
we made visits to most of the major foot 
hospitals and Schools of Chiropody and a 
number of divisional meetings. Many hours 
were spent in discussing mutual problems 
and much was learned. It would be most 
unfair to come to conclusions concerning 
the practices of the profession upon such 
a short stay, ten days, and there is no intent 
on my part to make comparisons. What 
we were searching for were not differences 
in the practices of the two countries, but 
the similarities. It is a common human 
philosophy that friendships are made, not 
on differences, but on likenesses. Following 
are some of the things that impressed me 
most. 

The attitude of the chiropodist in Great 
ak Britain to his profession is very much like 

aM the attitude here in America. Percentage- 
wise, I would go so far as to say the same 
number of individuals are doing needed 
research and investigation there as here, 
which is far too little. The importance of 
extending and broadening the educational 
program was evident. The professional 
courses will now be three years in length. 
The clinical facilities, particularly with 
regard to the number of patients available, 
are exceptional, and this has been the rule 
even ‘before the advent of the National 
Health Service. Of particular note was the 
number of eminent medical consultants 
affiliated with the schools. 

Although the chiropody profession as of 
this moment is not totally included in the 
National Health Service, there is every in-

dication that in the very near future this 
will be true. Of major concern is the 
manner in which this is to come about. 
Will the chiropodists receive patients 
directly or only upon recommendation of 
the family physician? Of special note was 
the availability to potential students in 
Chiropody of scholarships and/or subsidies 
from the government for their professional 
education under certain conditions. It was 
with a great deal of pleasure that I found 
most of the major hospitals connected with 
medical schools have Chiropodists affili- 
ated in their clinics. 

Of special significance was the beginning , 
program of “Mobile Chiropody Surgeries.” 
This is a fully equipped vehicle that visits 
remote villages in the counties, operating 
five days a week. Arrangements for the 
visits are made by County Welfare Commit- 
tees. The profession in England can be 
justly proud of the pioneering work in 
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this relatively new approach of bringing 
foot health to the people. 

To summarize, British Chiropody is gain- 
ing momentum. It is headed in the right 
direction. Its leaders are fully aware of 
the shortcomings that all growing profes- 
sions have, and are dedicated to improving 
educational standards in order to provide 
the maximum amount of benefit to a foot- 
sore public. Although we in America un- 
questionably have a much wider scope of 
practice, and even though our educational 
backgrounds are dramatically different, par- 
ticularly in the number of years of training, 
we are the same in this one important 
respect. Whatever may be wrong with the 
profession, laws themselves cannot correct 
our shortcomings. We are the same in that 
only the chiropodist-podiatrist himself can 
provide the answer to our many problems. 

I cannot put into words all my sincere 
appreciation for all the most generous acts 
of kindness and understanding that we 
received from everyone whom we met in 
Great Britain. I realize that I have failed 
to adequately express my feeling to all the 
wonderful members of the Institute of 
Chiropodists, British Chiropody Society, 
British Medical Asociation, Royal College 
of Surgeons, the Schools and the Hospitals. 
I am sure all of these kind people will 
forgive me for not mentioning their names, 
but I wish to again thank Mr. John Hall, 
Mr. S. G. Shipper, Mr. Franklin Charles- 
worth, Mr. John Hanby, Mr. L. W. Griffiths, 
Miss Nisbet, Mr. R. R. Suvarna, Miss 
Witting, Mr. Rosenstein, Miss E. Sagar, 
Doctors Creer and Creditor and General 
R. D. Ambrose. 

We arrived by Russian Jet in Moscow, 
and through the good offices of Mr. Vladi- 
mir J. Babkin, Manager American and 
British Section, Intourist, our first confer- 
ence was arranged. We met with Professor 
Dr. M. M. Priorov, Dean of Orthopedists 
of Russia, and Chiefs of Staff of 19 of 
Moscow’s leading hospitals and medical 
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centers. Common foot problems were dis- 
cussed and it soon became evident that 
the lowly foot has been the stepchild of 
modern medicine here. 

This one conference resulted in our 
being invited to a number of the leading 
hospitals to deliver lectures on the Chi- 
ropody-Podiatry profession in the United 
States. But unfortunately, due to the short- 
age of time we were forced to select the 
invitations of only the major Orthopedic 
centers that showed evidence of an unusual 
amount of common foot problems. Our 
new film, “The Podiatry-Chiropody Clinic 
in Hospital Routine,” produced by Dr. 
Locke, was enthusiastically received as was 
our film strip, “Little Johnny Sorefoot.” 

Here, again, we will try to avoid making 
comparisons between systems of practices 
between the two countries but briefly 
report highlights of our impressions. There 
is no profession of chiropody-podiatry as 
such in the U.S.S.R. The common foot 
problem is a source of great concern. How- 
ever, like many areas of activity in this 
country, torn by revolution, two world 
wars, there is much catching-up to be done. 
It is readily admitted by the leaders of 
Russian medicine that broader program of 
foot care would be desirable and this they 
intend to do something about in the very 
near future. They were most anxious to 
learn more details concerning our type of 
practice and developing exchanges of in- 
formation in pedic medicine. The huge 
number of traumatic foot problems result- 
ing from the casualties of war is a major 
concern at the moment. 

To better understand the problem of 
medical care in the U.S.S.R. perhaps it 
would be only fair to recite a few first-hand 
impressions. Russian medicine is a com- 
plete government operation. The Ministry 
of Health provides the medical, dental, 
nursing and related health services, and 
controls all institutions that train the 
above. Soviet medicine might be consid- 
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ered to be conservative treatment with no 
frills, with special emphasis placed on 
public health and prevention. Each com- 
munity is divided into districts and all 
patients are 
assigned to 
polyclinics 
in their re- 
spective 
areas. 

The qual- 
ity of medi- 
cal care is 
the same 
for all with 
few excep- 
tions. The 
atttitude of 
the patients 
was remarkable in that they were most ap- 
preciative for any service provided, and al- 
though medical care is free, the patients 
pay for medications to be taken at home. 
All doctors are paid a regular salary and 
salaries increase in given categories, ce- 
pending upon years of service. Incomes may 
vary widely depending on training and 
the post the doctor may hold. Those in 
research have a high priority and are the 
elite of Russian Medicine. 

I do not feel that I am qualified to sit in 
judgment on the capabilities of the Soviet 
physician any more than I would be quali- 
fied to discuss American Medicine. How- 
ever, it was obvious to me that the great 
number of Russian physicians and surgeons 
that I met and had an opportunity to spend 
time with, and observe in practice in their 
hospitals, were some of the most dedicated 
people that I have ever met. Their warmth, 
their generosity, their willingness to show 
and discuss any and all of their facets of 
practices, was noteworthy. It was particu- 
larly interesting to notice, in the hospitals 
that I had an opportunity to visit, although 
the physical surroundings were antiquated 
and many of the medical and surgical 
devices were of rare vintage, the magni- 
ficent precision with which the doctors 
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worked. The cleanliness of the wards and 
the surgeries was outstanding. The unusual 
display of appreciation on the faces of the 
patients reflected the devotion of the

doctors. 

The audiences which I had an oppor- 
tunity to address were better than 50 per 
cent female and it was most exciting to 
watch women orthopedic surgeons operat- 
ing on the lower extremity. Their interest 
in surgery of the hallux was most pro- 
nounced, and their approaches revealed 
no unusual differences from those seen in 
America. 

The training of the Soviet physician is 
of special significance. All education is free. 
One attempting the field of medicine will 
have been in school until the age of 18, 
during which time he will have had physics, 
mathematics and chemistry, and two 
foreign languages, one a minimum of six 
years and one a minimum of four years. 
The medical course itself takes six years, 
during which the student receives a small 
income. After graduation some go on to 
higher medical degrees and each has an 
opportunity to return to special training 
institutes every three years for post-grad- 
uate courses. 

To summarize briefly, Russian medical 
leaders were amazed that so much emphasis 
had been placed on the common foot prob- 
lems in America, but hastened to assure us 
that they appreciate its importance. They 
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are extremely concerned with the develop- 
ment of prostheses and special orthopedic 
shoes to help in the rehabilitation of the 
foot. I happened to have an opportunity 
to see one of the major centers in this 
particular area of activity and was surprised 
to see to what extent they have developed 
this program. They readily admit that 
much more needs to be done. The effect of 
everyday foot wear on the average citizen’s 
foot is of special interest. We had the op- 
portunity to meet with the Chairman of a 
National Committee being formed, which 
will be composed of physicians, surgeons, 
engineers, and shoe manufacturers, to study 
this problem and to develop basis data for 
shoe manufacture. 

As in Great Britain, I left the U-S.S.R. 
with the feeling of extreme warmth to- 
wards its people and particularly its physi- 
cians and surgeons. The effect of this visit 
upon me cannot be measured, but again I 
must say you can only develop friendships 
and mutual understandings through peo- 
ple, and not ‘politicians. My mission was 
not of a political nature. My faith in De- 
mocracy hasn't changed one iota, perhaps 
made a little stronger, but more important, 
my faith in the Human Being has been 
strengthened. 

I am particularly grateful to all of my 
new acquaintances in the U.S.S.R., but 
again must thank Professors Doctors M. M. 
Priorov, Yzakov, Chucklin, and Doctors 
Valeri and Michelman. It is hoped that 
they and members of their staff will be our 
visitors in 1962 at our first International 
Conference in Pedic Medicine in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

We flew to Paris by Russian Jet and 
spent our ten concluding days on the Con. 
tinent in the company of French leaders 
in foot surgery. Through the kind offices 
of the Foreign Ministry, Bureau d’ Accueil, 
who arranged our tour of the important 
medical facilities, and through the kind 
efforts of R. Ducrey, who acted as our 
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guide, and is also a member of the Ameri- 
can Podiatry Association, we were given 
an opportunity to make many important 
visits with those interested in foot health. 

The profession of Chiropody in France 
is now just beginning to develop and like 
that of Great Britain, is beginning to rec- 
ognize its shortcomings. Here, again, I must 
preface my remarks by stating that we did 
not have an opportunity to judge all of 
the Chiropody profession and_ therefore 
can only make a report on certain obser- 
vations. As in all countries, foot prob- 
lems have not received the attention that 
they have deserved. In France I noted that 
here and there an occasional Podologist 
would extend his area of knowledge and 
attempt to broaden his field of work to 
include mechanical devices of an improved 
nature. However, the major part of foot 
care, aside from the most superficial type, 
was done by the orthopedic surgeon. It is 
important to state, however, that the work 
done by the French chiropodist was done 
well, within his limits. Of special signifi- 
cance and most unusual, is the number of 
trained orthopedic surgeons who have re- 
alized that the foot has been a neglected 
field and who are devoting their entire 
time to the care of the foot. 

My visit to the Institute Du Podologie 
directed by a very dear friend, P. Monet, 
shows every indication of being most pro- 
gressive. This Institute is beginning seri- 
ous training of two-years duration consist- 
ing in the first year of theoretical courses, 
hospital observation, and clinical podiatry; 
in the second year, theoretical courses, hos- 
pital training in foot clinics four days a 
week, and clinical work at the school every 
afternoon. Examination is supervised by 
the local Health Authority and a State 
Diploma is granted by the Minister of Pub- 
lic Health. The minimum age require- 
ment is 19. No educational qualifications 
are necessary prior to entrance in the 
school. The school does offer an addi-

tional year of study for the fabrication of 
chiropodical devices. 

In summarizing French foot care, it is 
evident that an attempt is being made to 
improve educational standards. However, 
as it will in any country, foot care will be 
placed in the hands of the individual or 
individuals who can offer the best and the 
most practical ‘benefits to the public within 
acceptable medical policy. 

I cannot leave the discussion of French 
foot care without mentioning a word of 
thanks to Dr. Jean Lelievre, Chief of Clini- 
cal Surgery to the Faculty of Paris, with 
whom we had a most delightful visit and 
through whose generosity we attended the 
UNESCO Congress of Orthopedic and 
Traumatic Surgery at UNESCO Head- 
quarters, Paris, France, and one of the pi- 
oneers in French foot surgery. Much can 
be learned from this gentleman who has 
written one of the finest treatises on Com. 
mon Foot Problems. He was most gracious 
in presenting me with an autographed 
copy. A special word of thanks to Dr. 
Georges Bureau, Orthopedic Surgeon with 
whom we spent one day observing a most 
unusual series of operations on the foot, 
and an extra thanks for his gift to me of 
rare prints of the foot. The above two 
gentlemen are very much interested in the 
development of our International Ex- 
change Program, and we hope that they 
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will be present at our Conference in 1962. 
The library of the American Podiatry As- 
sociation will be enriched ‘by a rare volume 
on foot care by M. LaForrest, printed in 
1782, that was presented to me by P. Monet 
of the Institute du Podologie. 

I am sure it is recognizable to the reader 
that the author does not feel qualified to 
sit in judgment on the practice of medi- 
cine, or just the podiatrist-chiropodist’s 
part, in the countries visited. It will take 
several months and longer to analyze all 
that I have seen in this brief six weeks of 
travel. However, I do feel that a beginning 
has been made in the development of an 
international exchange program in pedic 
medicine that will be of much benefit to 
the peoples of all countries. 

These conclusions I believe are worth 
noting. Foot problems are universal. No 
one civilized country has more or less than 
another. The foot has been one of the 
most neglected public health problems and 
medical people are aware of this neglect. 
Research attempted in the past has been 
insignificant compared to the need. And 
the most evident conclusion that can be 
drawn is that the responsibility for foot 
care will be placed upon the individuals 
or groups willing to accept the obligation 
for doing the research that will establish 
them as the true specialists in this field.

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A STATISTICAL STUDY OF THE PROFESSION 


Earty in 1956 the Committee on Profes- 
sional Economics (now a part of the Coun- 
cil of Professional Information) of the 
Association, completed its preliminary sur- 
vey of the states of Iowa, California, Penn- 
sylvania, Texas and the District of Colum- 
bia. A detailed report on this pilot study 
was printed in the July, 1957 issue of the 
Journal. 

At the Autumn, 1958 meeting, the Execu- 
tive Council voted to appropriate monies 
for a national statistical study of the profes- 
sion. 

There are many reasons why such a na- 
tional survey should ‘be undertaken. The 
Association, the regional groups, the State 
Association, the local groups, and the in- 
dividual podiatrist-chiropodist each will 
profit from the data obtained from such a 
study. 

At the national level, for the first time, 
complete, accurate and current figures 
would be available for release to govern- 
mental, public and private agencies so 
that podiatry-chiropody could participate 
to a greater extent in public affairs. These 
figures, too, could be released to pharma- 
ceutical and other commercial organiza- 
tions so that they would have a better 
perspective of the potential market for 
their products which, in turn, could 
strengthen their support of the _profes- 
sion. The Association could use the figures 
as a basis for comparison with data released 
by other professions. In this way, we could 
evaluate our own profession and perhaps 
point up phases that need changing, revis- 
ing or revitalizing to be of the most value 
to the group as a whole, as well as the in- 
dividual podiatrist-chiropodist. The Na- 
tional Association would also be in a better 
position to interpret for and guide smaller 
groups and individuals who might seek its 
help with their problems. 
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The regional, state, and local groups 
each would profit from such a broad survey. 
The survey findings for their respective 
areas could be analyzed and compared with 
like groups in other localities. The figures 
could be used to strengthen their contacts 
in their own areas much as the Association 
would use them at the higher level. They 
could also compare the statistics in their 
areas with those of other professions in the 
same section and thus evaluate chiropody 
in a given area in relation to other pro- 
fessions. 

Another specific group of persons for 
whom the analysis of such a survey would 
have value would be those new graduates 
or older practitioners who, for one reason 
or another choose to change their location. 
The need for podiatrists-chiropodists in 
relation to total population in certain 
geographic areas would be clear cut. Perti- 
nent information relative to practice types 
would be available. The advantages and 
disadvantages and the prospective potential 
of all types of practices would be analyzed 
in view of all current factors with full 
recognition of the marked variance in each 
individual’s objectives. 

The individual podiatrist-chiropodist 
could find many ways in which the survey 
could be of special interest to him. He 
would be able to answer such questions as 
what changes he might make in his own 
practice to strengthen it; perhaps consider 
sharing an office or taking in an associate, 
or perhaps the emphasis should be shifted 
in his patient load to more rescheduling 
of old patients or encouraging referrals and 
building up the new patient load. There 
are numerous questions of a similar nature 
that the survey could answer and that no 
one other than the individual can interpret 
and evaluate for himself, in light of his 
own aims and ambitions. 
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The practical applications of the findings 
of this study as they apply in an overall 
sense to the betterment of the profession 
are almost too numerous to mention. Here 
are listed just a few: 


© It will provide us with factual data 
for use in our relations with govern- 
ment, industry, and all health agencies 
and professions. 

* It will provide an index of operation 
of podiatry-chiropody offices. 

© It will point ways and means that the 
Association can be of greater help to 
the individual practitioner, 

© It will help to establish goals that are 
workable and practical. 

© It will help to pinpoint weak spots 
in individual practices. 

© It will help to determine needs for 
chiropodists in particular areas. 

¢ Itcan be the basis for long range plan- 
ning of constructive public relations. 

© It can establish a knowledge as to the 
types of areas where chiropody is most 
effective and successful. 

® By showing population trends, expan- 
sions, and practice growths, it will 
help new practitioners in selection of 
location, 

© It will gain us broader support from 
industry.

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CONSTITUTIONS AND BYLAWS 


of the 
AMERICAN PODIATRY ASSOCIATION 
and the 
NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF CHIROPODISTS 


AS AMENDED AND REVISED BY THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES AUGUST 1959 


CONSTITUTION OF THE AMERICAN 
PODIATRY ASSOCIATION 


ARTICLE |. NAME 

The name of this organization shall be the American 
Podiatry Association hereinafter referred to as the 
“Association.” 


ARTICLE II. OBJECTS 

The objects of the Association are to promote the 
art and science of podiatry-chiropody and the better- 
ment of public health and to carry out the purposes 
of this Association as described in the Certificate of 
Incorporation. 


ARTICLE Ill. ORGANIZATION 

SECTION 1. INCORPORATION: This Association 
is a non-profit corporation organized under the laws 
of the District of Columbia. 


SECTION 2. OFFICES: A principal office and branch 
offices of this Association may be established in any 
city of the United States by a 2/3 vote of the dele- 
gates present and voting in the House of Delegates. 


SECTION 3. MEMBERSHIP: The Membership of 
this Association shall consist of podiatrists- 
chiropodists and other persons whose qualifications 
and classifications shall be established in Chapter 
I of the Bylaws. 


SECTION 4. COMPONENT SOCIETIES: Component 
societies of this Association shall be those podiatry- 
chiropody societies or associations organized as such 
in conformity with Chapter II of the Bylaws. 


SECTION 5. AFFILIATE SOCIETIES: Affiliate so- 
cieties of this Association shall be those societies or 
associations organized as such in conformity with 
Chapter III of the Bylaws. 


ARTICLE IV. GOVERNMENT 

SECTION 1. HOUSE OF DBLEGATES: The Legis- 
lative and governing body of this Association shall 
be a House of Delegates, which shall be referred to 
as the “House,” as provided in Chapter IV of the 
Bylaws. 


SECTION 2. BOARD OF TRUSTEES: The policies 
of the House of Delegates shall be implemented and 
administered by a Board of Trustees which shall 
be referred to as the “Board”; and shall be charged 
with the management of the property and affairs 
of this Association as provided in Chapter V of the 
Bylaws. 


ARTICLE V. OFFICERS 
SECTION 1. GENERAL OFFICERS: The general 
officers of this Association shall be a President, 
President-Elect, First Vice-President, Second Vice- 
President, Speaker of the House of Delegates, Vice 
Speaker of the House of Delegates, and six (6) Trus- 
tees elected in conformity with Chapter X of the 
Bylaws. 
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SECTION 2. APPOINTIVE OFFICERS: The ap- 
pointive officers of this Association may be an 
Executive Director, a Secretary, an Editor, a Treas- 
urer, and/or others, each of whom shall be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Trustees, subject to ap- 
prova!l by the House. 


ARTICLE VI. ANNUAL MEETING AND 
SCIENTIFIC SESSIONS 


The Association shall conduct scientific sessions as 
provided in Chapter XI of the Bylaws. The Annual 
Meeting of this Association shall be the annual 
session of the House of Delegates as provided in 
Chapter IV of the Bylaws. 


ARTICLE Vil. PRINCIPLES OF PROFESSIONAL 


CONDUCT 


The principles of professional conduct of the mem- 
bers shall be governed by the Code of Ethics of 
this Association as adopted and/or amended by a 
majority vote of the House. 


ARTICLE Vill. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be amended by a 2/3 vote 
of all the accredited delegates to the House, pro- 
vided that the proposed amendment has been pub- 
lished in the official publication of the Association 
at least ninety (90) days prior to any meeting of 
the House. 


ARTICLE IX. REFERENDUMS 

Individual members may petition for a referendum 
on any question not in conflict with the Constitution 
and Bylaws, upon blanks which shall be sent by 
the Secretary of this Association to the Secretary of 
any component society upon written request of not less 
than 5 component societies, comprising not less than 
a total of 300 members. The Secretary of this Asso- 
ciation shall mail a referendum ballot to each mem- 
ber of this Association within 30 days of the filing of 
a sufficient number of petitions, as prescribed in 
this article. The House of Delegates may, by a 
majority vote of the members present and voting, 
submit any question not in conflict with the Consti- 
tution and Bylaws to a general referendum. Referen- 
dum ballots shall be mailed by the Secretary of this 
Association to every member of this Association 
within 30 days after the close of the meeting at 
which the referendum is ordered. The referendum 
ballots shall state clearly the question referred and 
the members shall signify their approval or dis- 
approval of the question and shall mail their ballots 
directly to the Seeretary of this Association. The 
poll on the question shall be closed 30 days from 
the date of the mailing of the ballots by the Secre- 
tary of this Association and if the voting shall 
comprise a majority of all the members of this 
Association, a majority of such vote shall decide 
the question. The tabulation of the vote shall be 
made by a committee of three tellers appointed by 
the President.

QUALIFICATIONS. 

A podiatrist-chiropodist 
eensed to practice in any one of the states, dis- 
tricts, territories or dependencies of the United 
States who is a member in good standing of one 
of the component. societies; or a  podiatrist- 
chiropodist licensed to practice in a district, terri- 
tory or dependency of the United States in which 
no component society has been chartered, shall be 
classified as an active member of this Association. 
A podiatrist-chiropodist licensed to practice in

B. Associate Member: A _ podiatrist-chiropodist 
licensed to practice in any one of the states, dis- 
tricts, territories, or dependencies of the United 
States. within one (1) year’ after licensure, 
may apply for associate membership through one 
of its component’ secieties; or a _ podiatrist- 
chiropodist, within one (1) year after licensure, 
who is licensed to practice in a_ state, district, 
territory or dependency of the United States in 
which no component society, has been chartered, 
may, within one (1) year, be classified as an asso- 
ciate member. Years of military service not to exceed 
three (3) years, shall not be counted in deter- 
mining this period. <A _ podiatrist-chiropodist _li- 
censed to practice in any one of the states, districts, 
territories or dependencies of the United States 
who has been denied membership in a component 
society, or who is a member of the United States 
Armed Forces, may petition for membership in this 
Association within one (1) year after licensure 
and, if approved by the Board, become an associate 
member. No member may be classified as an 
associate for more than three (3) years immediately 
subsequent to graduation. 

C. Life Member: An active member in good 
standing for fifteen (15) consecutive years, having 
attained the age of sixty-five (65) years and retired 
from practice, may be classified as a life member 
upon application to the Board not later than the 
thirtieth day of April in any year, Such application 
may also be made by the component society of which 
the applicant has been an active member. 

D. Affiliate Member: A podiatrist-chiropodist prac- 
ticing in any country other than the United 
States, who is a member of a recognized podiatry- 
chiropody organization in such country may file 
an application with the Board of this Association 
for affiliate membership and, if approved. shall 
be classified as an affiliate member. Individuals 
other than podiatrists-chiropodists in related fields, 
or who have an interest in podiatry-chiropody, may 
be elected as affiliate members upon application to 
and approval by the Board of this Association. 

E. Honorary Member: An individual, recommended 
by the Board, who has made outstanding contribu- 
tions to the advancement of the art and science of 
podiatry-chiropody or who has performed a dis- 
tinguished service to the profession and who has 
been elected by a two-thirds ‘2/5) vote of the mem- 
bers present and voting at an annual meeting of 
the House shall be classified as an honorary member.

SECTION 3. IN GOOD STANDING: A member of 
this Association who is not under final sentence of 
suspension or expulsion and whose dues and assess- 
ments for the current fiscal year have been paid 
shail be considered a member in good standing. 
SECTION 4. TRANSFER OF MEMBBIRSHIP: A 
member moving his practice from one State to 
another may transfer his membership by requesting 
his original State Society to notify the latter State 
of his good standing and intent to transfer. The 
State Society receiving such a request shall con- 
sider it in the same manner as any application for 
membership. 

SECTION 5. PRIVILEGES. 

A. Active Member: 

i. An active member in good standing shall re- 
ceive ap annual certificate of membership and 
the JOURNAL OF THE AMBRICAN PODI- 
ATRY ASSOCIATION. He shall be eligible 
for admission to any scientific session and such 
other services as are provided by the Asso- 
ciation. 

ii. An active member in good standing shall be 
eligible for election or appointment to any 
office, committee, council, board or similar 
position in the Association, except as other- 
wise provided. 

B. Associate Member: An associate member in 
good standing shall receive an annual certificate 
of membership and the JOURNAL OF THE AMER- 
ICAN PODIATRY ASSOCIATION. He shall be 
eligible for admission to any scientific session and 
such other services as are provided by the Asso- 
ciation. 

C. Life Member: A life member in good standing 
shall receive a certificate of life membership. He 
shall be entitled to all privileges of an active 
member. 

D. Affiliate Member: An affiliate member in good 
standing shall receive an annual certificate of mem- 
bership and the JOURNAL OF THE AMERICAN 
PODIATRY ASSOCIATION. He shall be eligible 
for admission to any scientific session and such 
other services as are provided by the Association. 
E. Honorary Member: An honorary member shall 
receive a certificate of honorary membership and 
the JOURNAL OF THE AMERICAN PODIATRY 
ASSOCIATION. He shall be eligible for admission 
to any scientific sessions and such other services 
as are provided by the Association. 


CHAPTER Il. COMPONENT SOCIETIES 
SECTION 1. ORGANIZATION: A component so- 
ciety may be organized in a state, district, territory 
or dependency of the United States where none 
now exists upon application of at least five (5) 
licensed podiatrists-chiropodists practicing therein, 
subject to the following requirements: 
Submission of an affidavit incorporating an accept- 
able constitution, bylaws and code of ethics and 
a brief certifying their intent to uphold the rules, 
regulations and policies of the American Podiatry 
Association, which must be signed by all the ap- 
plicants. 
Upon receipt of such an affidavit, the Board may 
approve the application and submit it to the 
House for consideration. A charter shall be issued 
to a new component society when approved by a 
simple majority vote of the members of the House 
present and voting. 
In addition to the above component societies, there 
may be organized a component society of five (5) or 
more members in Federal Service. 
SECTION 2. NAME: A component society shall 
take its name from the state, district, territory or 
dependency within which it is chartered. 
SECTION 3. CONSTITUTION AND BYLAWS: 
Each component society shall adopt and maintain 
a constitution, bylaws and code of ethics, not in 
conflict with those of this Association and shall file 
a copy thereof and any changes made thereafter with 
the Secretary of this Association. 
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SECTION 4. 

PEAL: 
(a) Component societies must provide the right of 
hearing and appeal for any member (1) found 
guilty of a felony (2) violating a podiatry- 
chiropody practice act (3) violating the Constitu- 
tion and Bylaws or Code of Ethics of his society. 
(b) Any decision of a component society which 
shall result in disciplinary action against a mem- 
ber thereof may be appealed to a Board of Inquiry, 
as provided in Chapter IX of these Bylaws. 
(c) Disputes arising between Component Societies 
shall be brought before a Board of Inquiry, as 
provided in Chapter IX of these Bylaws. 


SECTION 5. REPRESENTATION: Each compo- 
nent society shall select from its fully-privileged 
members one delegate and alternate for each one 
hundred (100) members or fraction thereof to rep- 
resent it in the House. An alternate delegate shall 
act in the absence of a delegate at any meeting of 
the House. 

The number of fully-privileged members of each 
component society shall be determined as of the 
close of the fiscal year preceding the date of the 
annual session. 


SECTION 6 CHARTERED COMPONENT SOCIE- 
TIES: The Secretary of the Association shall issue 
a charter, in a form approved by the Board, to 
each component society. The present chartered 
component societies of the Association are:

CHAPTER III. AFFILIATE ORGANIZATIONS 


SECTION 1. ORGANIZATION: Organizations of 
podiatrists-chiropodists concerned with the various 
specialties within the profession, and the Women’s 
Auxiliary of the American Podiatry Association, and 
students in accredited colleges of podiatry-chiropody, 
may affiliate with this Association to enable them to 
function under the auspices of the American Podiatry 
Association. 
SECTION 2. MEMBERSHIP: Membership in such 
affiliate organizations shall be limited to members 
in good standing of this Association and their im- 
mediate female family, and students in accredited 
colleges of podiatry-chiropody. 
SECTION 3. QUALIFICATION: 
A. Any organization desiring to affiliate with this 
Association is required to present to the Secretary, 
at least ninety (90) days before an annual meeting, 
a petition signed by the officers of the organization, 
a copy of its constitution and bylaws, a complete 
roster of its members, requirements for membership 
and any other pertinent information which may be 
requested. The Secretary shall submit the petition 
for approval by the House. 
B. All affiliate organizations shall furnish a full re- 
port of their activities, membership roster and other 
pertinent information to the Secretary of this Asso- 
ciation before May thirty-first (51st) of each year 
or whenever such reports are requested. 
SECTION 4. AMNFILIATED ORGANIZATION: The 
Secretary of the Association is authorized to issue 
a certificate of affiliation, in a form approved by 
the Board, to each affiliate organization. The present 
affiliate organizations of this Association are:

CHAPTER IV. HOUSE OF DELEGATES 


SECTION 1. COMPOSITION: The House of Dele- 
gates shall be composed of the officially certified 
delegates of each Component Society. The General 
officers, trustees, appointive officers and _ past- 
presidents of this Association shall be ex-officio 
members of the House without the power to vote, 
unless duly elected as delegates of their Component 
Societies. 

SECTION 2. CERTIFICATION OF DELEGATES: 
The secretary of each Component Society shall file 
with the Secretary of this Association, at least thirty 
(30) days prior to the annual session of the House 
of Delegates, the names of each delegate and alter- 
nate selected by his Society. The Secretary of this 
Association shall provide each delegate and alter- 
nate with credentials to be presented to the Com- 
mittee on Credentials for registration and admission 
to the meetings of the House. In the event of a 
contest over the credentials of any delegate or 
alternate, the Committee on Credentials shall hold 
a hearing and report its findings and recommenda- 
tions to the House for final action. 

SECTION 3. POWERS AND DUTIES: 


A. The House of Delegates shall be the supreme 
authoritative body of this Association. 

B. It shall possess the legislative powers ef the 
Association. 

Cc. It shall determine the policies which shall govern 
this Association in all of its activities. 

D. It shall have the power to enact, amend and 
repeal the Constitution and Bylaws of the Associa- 
tion as provided therein. 
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E. It shall have the power to adopt and amend 
the Code of Ethics governing the members of this 
Association. 

F. It shall have the power to grant, amend, suspend, 
and revoke charters of/and discipline Component 
Societies and Affiliated Organization, as hereinafter 
provided. 

G. It shall have the power to elect officers, trustees, 
members of councils and committees as provided in 
these Bylaws. 

H. It shall adopt an annual budget. 

I. It shall have the power to establish offices for 
the Association. 

J. It shall have the power to approve all memorials, 
resolutions or opinions in the name of the Associa- 
tion. 


K. It shall serve as the Appellate Body of this 
Association, 

SECTION 4. TRANSFER OF POWERS AND 
DUTIES OF THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES. The 


powers and duties of the House referred to in See- 
tion 3, except the power to amend, enact and repeal 
the Constitution and Bylaws of this Association and 
the duty of electing officers, trustees and members 
of councils, may be assumed by the Board of 
Trustees in time of extraordinary emergency, which 
may be determined by unanimous consent of the 
Board present and voting at a regular or special 
session. 


SECTION 5. ANNUAL SESSIONS: The House of 
Delegates shall convene annually in the city and 
month previously determined by the House and at 
a time set by the Board of Trustees. 


SECTION 6. SPECIAL SESSIONS: A special ses- 
sion of the House may be called by the President 
or a 2/3 vote of the Board at a determined time 
and place, to consider only such business stated in 
the cali. 

SECTION 7 OFFICIAL CALL: 

A. Annual Sessions: The Secretary shall publish an 
official notice of the time and place for the annual 
session in the JOURNAL. He shall send each dele- 
gate and alternate delegate a copy of such notice, 
together with nis official credentials not less than 
thirty (30) days before the opening of such session. 
B. Special Sessions: The Secretary shall send written 
notice of the time and place of each special session 
and a statement of the business to be considered 
to each delegate and alternate delegate of the last 
House at least twenty (20) days before the session. 


SECTION 8 QUORUM: One half (%) of the vot- 
ing members present at any session of the House 
shall constitute a quorum. 

SECTION 9. OFFICERS: 

Number and Title: The officers of the House shall 
be a Speaker, who shall be the Chairman, and the 
Secretary of this Association. In the absence of 
the Speaker, the office of Chairman may be filled 
by the Vice-speaker, or in his absence by the Presi- 
dent. In the absence of the Secretary the Chairman 
may appoint a Secretary pro tem. 

B. Duties: a. Speaker: The Speaker shall preside at 
all meetings of the House, appoint judges and tellers 
for any vote by ballot and perform any other duties 
as parliamentary custom and usage require. He may 
consult a parliamentarian when a question of order 
arises. 

b. Secretary: The Secretary shall serve as the re- 
cording officer of the House and Custodian of its 
records. He shall utilize the services of a profes- 
sional recorder to obtain a record of the proceed- 
ings of the House, which shall be edited and pub- 
lished as the official transactions. He shall serve 
as the reading clerk of the House, but may delegate 
an assistant to perform this duty. 
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SECTION 10. ORDER OF BUSINESS FOR AN- 
NUAL SESSIONS: Unless changed by a two thirds 
(2/3) vote of the members present and voting in the 
House, the order of business for meetings of any 
annual session shall be as follows: 

. Meeting called to order by the Chairman. 

. Invocation. 

. Announcement of Committees. 

. Report of Committee on Credentials. 

. Roll call of Delegates. 

. Reading of Minutes of previous session. 

. Reading of Communications by the Secretary. 

. Report of Officers. 

. Report of the Board of Trustees. 

10. Reports of Councils and Committees. 

11. Reports of Appointive Officers. 

12. Unfinished Business. 

13. New Business. 

14. Elections. 

15. Adjournment. 


SECTION 11. ORDER OF BUSINESS FOR SPE- 
CIAL SESSIONS: The order of business for any 
special session shall be: 

1. Meeting called to order by the Chairman. 

2. Report of Committee on Credentials. 

. Roll Call of Delegates. 

. Reading of the Call for the Special Meeting. 

. Transaction of business as provided for in the call. 
Adjournment. 


STANDING RULES: 

A. Reports: All reports of officers, councils and 
committees, except supplemental reports, shall be 
published under the direction of the Secretary and 
sent to each delegate and alternate delegate at 
least fifteen (15) days in advance of any session. 
All supplemental reports shall be distributed to 
each delegate before such report is to be consid- 
ered by the House. 

B. Recommendations or Resolutions on Apportion- 
ment of Funds: Any resolution or recommendation, 
except the annual budget, proposing appropriation 
or expenditure of funds, shall be referred to the 
Budget Committee for consideration and recommenda. 
tion to the House of Delegates. 

C. Consideration of the Budget: The annual budget 
shall be submitted to the House prior to the last 
scheduled meeting of the annual session of the 
House. 


SECTION 13. COMMITTEES: 
the House shall be: 


A. Committee on Credentials: 
a. Personnel: A Committee on Credentials, consist- 
ing of five (5) certified delegates, shall be appointed 
by the President at least twenty (20) days in ad- 
vance of each session. 
b. Duties: It shall be the duty of this committee to 
determine and record the roll of the House at each 
meeting and report at the time provided. It shall 
conduct a hearing on any contest over the certi- 
fication of any delegate or alternate and report its 
recommendations to the House. 

B. Budget Committee: 
a. Personnel: The Budget Committee shall consist 
of three (3) members of the House of Delegates 
appointed by the President, and at least twenty 
(20) days in advance of each Session, who shall 
sit with the Budget Committee or Finance Com- 
mittee of the Board of Trustees, making a total of 
six (6) members. 
b. Duties: The Budget Committee shall consider 
and make recommendations regarding the proposed 
budget and other proposed appropriations and 
expenditures. 

C. Reference Committees: 
a. Personnel: Reference Committees consisting of 
five (5) certified delegates shall be appointed by 
the President at least thirty (30) days in advance 


SECTION 12. 


The Committees of 
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of each session of the House except that the Com- 
mittee on Constitution and Bylaws of this Associa- 
tion shall serve as the Reference Committee on 
Constitution and Bylaws. 

b. Duties: The Reference Committees shall consider 
reports and resolutions referred to them and re- 
port their recommendations to the House. 

ec. Special Committees: Special Committees may be 
appointed by the Chairman for the purpose of per- 
forming any duties not otherwise assigned by 
these Bylaws. Such Special Committees shall serve 
until adjournment sine die of the session at which 
they were appointed, or in accordance with the 
motion providing for such appointment. 


CHAPTER V. BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

SECTION 1. COMPOSITION: The Board of Trus- 
tees shall be the administrative body of this Asso- 
ciation, It shall be composed of the President, 
President-Elect, two (2) Vice-Presidents, Immediate 
Past-President, and six (6) Members at Large 
elected by the House. Only one (1) Member At 
Large from any one State may serve on the Board. 
The appointive officers of the Association shall be 
ex-officio members of the Board without vote. 


SECTION 2. QUALIFICATIONS: All Members 
must be active or life members in good standing. 
Loss of privileges while in office forfeits membership 
to the Board and the President shall fill such va- 
eancy as hereinafter provided. 


SECTION 3. TERM OF OFFICE: Officers shall be 
elected annually for a one year term except that 
the President-Elect assumes the office of President 
upon expiration of the term of the preceding Presi- 
dent. Two (2) Members at Large shall be elected 
annually for a term of three (3) years. 

SECTION 4. NOMINATIONS AND BLECTIONS: 
The House shall nominate and elect such officers 
as are required at the annual meeting. Nominating 
speeches shall not exceed four (4) minutes and 
seconding speeches shall be limited to two (2) min- 
utes. 


Section 5. VACANCY: In event of any vacancy 
of the Board, the President shall appoint, with the 
approval of the Board of Trustees, a qualified mem- 
ber to serve until a successor is elected by the next 
House of Delegates to serve for the remainder of 
the unexpired term. 


SECTION 6 POWERS: The Board shall be the 
administrative body of this Association. It shall 
conduct its business, manage its affairs and proper- 
ties, and control the disbursement of its funds sub- 
ject to the Constitution and Bylaws of this Associa- 
tion, and the mandates of the House of Delegates. 
It shall determine editorial policy and material to 
be published in the official publications of the As- 
sociation. 

It may establish ad interim policies when the House 
is not in session, when such policies are essential 
to the management of the Association, provided such 
policies are not inconsistent with those of the House 
of Delegates and subject to their review. 

It shall have the power to establish committees, 
rules and regulations and duties, not inconsistent 
with these Bylaws, to govern its organizations, pro- 
cedure and conduct. 


SECTION 7. DUTIES 

1. The Board shall maintain and supervise all prop- 
erties owned or operated by this Association. 

2. It shall provide for the publication and distribu- 
tion of all official publications of this Association. 

3. It will engage personnel to fill the appointive 
offices of the Association subject to the approval 
of the House. 

4. It will determine the time and place for the an- 
nual meeting of the House, as provided for in Chap- 
ter IV, Section 5, of the Bylaws. 
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5. It shall provide for the bonding of employees, 
the annual auditing of the accounts and the prep- 
aration of an annual budget. 

6. It shall publish lists of committees and their 
members serving under this Board and submit a 
report of their activities and those of the appointive 
officers to the House prior to the final meeting. 

7. It shall review all reports of committees of this 
Association and make recommendations to the ap- 
propriate committee of the House. 

8. It shall review direct applications for member- 
ship and recommend nominees for life and affiliate 
membership. 

% It shall supervise and administer all committees 
and councils serving under the Board. 

10. It shall perform any other duties as prescribed 
in the Bylaws, and such other duties and functions 
as are delegated to it by the House. 


SECTION 8 SESSIONS: 

1. The Board shall meet at the time and place of 
the annual session of the House. 

2. Interim meetings may be held as determined by 
the President, or upon a simple majority vote of 
the Board in session. 

3. Special sessions may be called by the President 
if requested by five (5) members of the Board. 
Notice of such special meeting must be given to 
board members at least ten (10) days in advance. 
Only that business specified may be considered unless 
unanimous consent is obtained from members present 
and voting. 


SECTION 9. QUORUM: A majority of the voting 
menibers of the Board shall constitute a quorum. 


SECTION 10. OFFICERS: (A) The officers of the 
Board shall be a Chairman and a Secretary. The 
President of this Association shall be Chairman and 
the Association Secretary shall be Board Secretary. 
The President-Elect or one of the Vice-Presidents 
may serve as Chairman in the absence of the Presi- 
dent. The Board may elect a Chairman in the ab- 
sence of the above to serve as Chairman pro tem 
The Chairman may appoint a Secretary pro tem in 
the absence of the Secretary. 
(B) Duties: 
1. The Chairman shall preside at all meetings of 
the Board. He may exercise his right to vote. He 
may utilize counsel or a professional parliamentar- 
ian. 
2. The Secretary shall serve as the recorder of the 
Board and custodian of its records. He may utilize 
a professional recorder for the proceedings of the 
Isoard and he shall edit and publish the official 
transactions of the Board. He shall serve as the 
reading clerk of the Board but may delegate an 
assistant to perform this duty. 


CHAPTER VI. GENERAL OFFICERS. 


SECTION 1. NUMBER AND TITLE: The general 
otlicers of this Association shall be a President, 
President-Elect, Lirst Vice-President, Second Vice- 
President, Speaker, Vice-Speaker. and six (6) Trus- 
tees elected at large in conformity with Article V 
of the Constitution. 


SECTION 2. ELIGIBILITY: Only Active or Life 
members in good standing shall be eligible to serve 
as General Officers. 


SECTION 3. NOMINATIONS: Nominations shall 
be made for the various offices at the meeting of the 
annual session as provided for in the Agenda of 
the House. 


SECTION 4. ELTCTIONS: The General Officers 
shall be elected in accordance with Chapter X of 
the Bylaws. 
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SECTION 5. TENURE: The General Officers shall 
serve for a term of one (1) year or until their suc- 
cessors are elected and installed, except that the 
President-Elect shall assume the office of President 
immediately upon the expiration of the term of the 
President.

SECTION 8 DUTIES: 

A. President: It shall be the duty of the President: 
a. To serve as an official representative of this 
Association in its contacts with governmental, civic, 
business and professional organizations for the 
purpose of advancing the objects and policies of 
this Association. 

b. To serve as Chairman of the Board and as a 
member ex-officio of the House and to perform such 
other duties as are provided for in the Bylaws. 

‘To arrange for and preside over the general 
meetings of the annual scientific sessions and to 
deliver an address at the opening meeting of such 
sessions on such matters as are important to the 
public and podiatry-chiropody profession. 
d. To call special sessions of the House and Board 
as provided for in the Bylaws.

f. To fill all vacancies occurring on the Board as 
provided for in the Bylaws. 
g. To submit a written report of his activities to 
the House. 
h. To carry out and/or supervise such functions 
relating to the management of properties and af- 
fairs as may be delegated to him by the Board. 
i. To cast a deciding vote in the event of a tie 
vote in the House of Delegates. 

To perform such other duties as may be pro- 
vided for in the Bylaws. 

B. President-Elect: It shall be the 

President-Elect : 

a. To assist the President. 

b. To serve as an ex-officio member of the House 
unless he is serving as a certified delegate to the 
House. 

ec. To serve as a member of the Board. 

d. To succeed to the office of President without 
other election at the next annual session of the 
House, following his election as President-Elect. 
e. In event of the death of the President, or his 
absence, resignation, removal or incapacity to act, 
the President-Elect shall act for or assume the 
office of President. 

C. Vice-Presidents: It shall be the duty of the Vice- 

Presidents: 

a. To assist the President. 

b. To serve as ex-officio members of the House 
unless serving as certified delegates to the House. 

ec. To serve as members of the Board. 
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d. In the event of a vacancy in the office of First 
Vice-President the Second Vice-President shall 
succeed to that office as provided for in the Bylaws. 
D. Speaker of the House: It shall be the duty of the 
Speaker: 
a. To preside at the meetings of the House and 
perform such duties as parliamentary custom and 
usage require, 
b. He shall have no vote. 
ec. ‘He may address the House at the opening meet- 
ing of the session, limiting his address to matters of 
conduct and procedure of the House. 
E. Vice-Speaker: It shall be the duty of the Vice- 
Speaker: 
a. To officiate for the Speaker in event of his 
absence. 
b. In case of the death, resignation or removal of 
the Speaker, the Vice-Speaker shall officiate dur- 
ing the unexpired term. 


CHAPTER Vil. APPOINTIVE OFFICERS 


SECTION 1. NUMBER AND TITLE: The appointive 
officers of this Association may be an Executive 
Director, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Editor, and/or 
others. 


SECTION 2. NOMINATIONS AND APPOINT- 
MENTS: The Board may nominate and appoint 
eligible individuals for any appointive office in this 
Association subject to approval by the House. In- 
terim appointees may serve until approved or dis- 
approved by the House of Delegates provided that 
salaries and allowances shall be from previously- 
appropriated funds and not in excess of such funds. 


SECTION 3. TENURE AND SALARY: The Board 
shall determine the tenure and salary of any appoin- 
tive oflicer, subject to approval by the House. 


SECTION 4. DUTIES. 

A. Executive Director: He shall be the Executive 
Head of the Central Office and its branches and shall 
engage all employees except as otherwise provided 
in the Bylaws. He shall cooperate with, advise and 
coordinate the activities of all councils and commit- 
tees. He shall be an ex-officio member of all standing 
committees of the Board and House without voting 
privileges. 

B. Secretary: He shall conduct the official corre- 
spondence, be custodian of all records, keep records 
and statistics of all members of the Association and 
Profession, verify credentials of members of the 
House and provide for their registration. He shall 
make all arrangements for sessions, meetings, exhibits 
and such, as directed by the Board. He shall serve as 
convention manager. He will conduct and coordinate 
the public relations program and assist and engage 
in matters of health, welfare and education that 
may affect this profession. He will express the official 
opinion and represent the Association in matters of 
legislation as laid down by the House or Board. 


C. Editor: He shall be Editor-in-Chief of all publica- 
tions of this Association and shall exercise full control 
over such publications, subject only to the policies 
and procedures established by the Board or as pro- 
vided by the Bylaws. 

D. Treasurer. He shall serve as custodian of all 
monies, securities, deeds and such, of this Associa- 
tion; to hold, invest or disburse same, subject to the 
direction of the Board, He shall keep accurate records 
of all real and personal properties of this Association. 
He shall be bonded in such sum as fixed by the Board. 
He shall submit a detailed, audited financial report 
to each member of the House and to the secretary 
of each component society at least 15 days before 
the annual meeting of the House. 

E. The duties of other appointive officers shall be 
determined by the Board. For the more efficient 
management of the Association's affairs, the specific 
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duties of appointive officers may be delegated to 
other appointive officers upon a two-thirds (%4) 
majority vote of the Board of Trustees at a duly- 
called meeting subject to review by the next Session 
of the House of Delegates. 


CHAPTER Vill. STANDING AND 
SPECIAL COMMITTEES 

SECTION 1. THE COUNCIL ON EDUCATION: 

The Council on Education shall be composed of 

ten (10) members elected as follows: 
(a) Seven (7) members shall be elected by the 
House from the members of the American Podiatry 
Association for terms of three (3) years each to 
fill expired terms, 
(b) Two (2) members shall be named by the 
American Association of Podiatry-Chiropody Col- 
leges for appreval and election by the House for 
terms of three (3) years each to fill expired terms. 
(ec) One (1) member shall be named by the Feder- 
ation of Podiatry-Chiropody State Board Exam- 
iners for approval and election by the House for 
a term of three (3) years. 
(d) The Council on Education shall have the 
authority to appoint or employ consultants, ad- 
Visors and secretaries, subject to the approval of 
the House of Delegates or in the interim between 
annual meetings of the House, by the Board. 
(e) This Council shall act as the agency of this 
Association for the evaluation of Podiatry- 
Chiropody education and associated subjects, It 
shall make recommendations of means and meth- 
ods for educational improvement to the Board for 
action in conformity with policies adopted by the 
House. This Council shall have authority on behalf 
of this Association to accredit schools, hospitals 
and other institutions, and to approve internships, 
residencies and specialty boards in fields of edu- 
‘ation related to podiatry-chiropody, in accordance 
with requirements and standards approved by the 
House of Delegates. 
(f) The Council on Education shall adopt rules 
and regulations for its own government and for 
the administration of the affairs of this Associa- 
tion which are within its control, but it shall not 
act in any manner which is inconsistent with the 
Constitution and Bylaws or any rules which may 
be adopted by the House of Delegates. 
(z) It shall be empowered to formulate and en- 
force its plans or policies which it may deem ex- 
pedient in connection with professional education, 
pre-professional education and _ post-graduate 
courses, subject to the House of Delegates. The 
Council on Edueation shall present a report at 
each annual meeting of this Association. 


SECTION 2. COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION AND 
BYLAWS: The Committee on Constitution and Bylaws 
shall consist of three (3) members appointed by the 
President with the approval of the Board, one of 
these members shall be appointed for a term of 
three (3) years: one for a term of two (2) years 
and one for a term of one (1) year. At the expira- 
tion of each such term, a successor shall be ap- 
pointed for a term of three (3) years. This Com- 
mittee shall act as the advisory body on all matters 
affecting the Constitution and Bylaws, whenever such 
matters have been referred to it by the House or 
by the Board. 


SECTION 3 SPECIAL COMMITTEES: Special 
Committees of this Association may be created 
at any session of the House, or if the House 
is not in session, may be appointed by the President, 
with the approval of the Board. Such special com- 
mittees shall serve until the adjournment sine die 
of the next session of the House, 
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Zach standing or special 
committee shail elect one of its members to serve as 
its chairman; such chairman shall serve for a period 
of one year, but may be re-elected, 


SECTION 4. CHAIRMEN: 


SECTION 5, ELIGIBILITY: All members of standing 
and special committees must be active or life mem- 
bers in good standing of this Association or a mem- 
ber of the Organization they represent at the time 
of their nomination and election and must maintain 
such membership during their term of office, 


SECTION 6. VACANCIES: In the event of a vacancy 
among the members of a special or standing commit- 
tee, the President, with the approval of the Board, 
shall appoint a successor possessing the same qualifi- 
cations as those established by these Bylaws for the 
previous member, to serve the remainder of the 
unexpired term, 

SECTION 7 QUORUM: A majority of the total 
number of voting members of any Committee shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 
SECTION 8 EXPENSES: The Association shall pay 
the expenses of each Committee, provided such ex- 
penses are incurred in conformity with rules and 
regulations established by the Board and provided 
for in the budget, approved by the House, 
SECTION 9 BUDGET AND REPORTS: Each 
standing and special committee shall submit 
to the Board a proposed budget in time for inclu- 
sion in the proposed budget submitted by the 
Board to the House for the ensuing fiscal year. 
Standing Committees shall submit annual reports to 
the House through the office of the Secretary, The 
Secretary shall furnish a copy of such report to 
the Board. Special Committees shall submit reports 
in the manner and at times directed in the resolu- 
tion or appointment creating them. 


SECTION 10. PRIVILEGES: Chairmen and mem- 
bers of Committees who are not accredited delegates 
to the House shall have the right to present their 
reports in person and participate in the debate 
thereon, but shall not have the right to vote. 


CHAPTER IX. BOARDS OF INQUIRY 


SECTION 1. PURPOSES: Boards of Inquiry may 
be authorized and appointed in the manner herein- 
after provided for the following purposes: 

A. To inquire into and report on any questions of 
membership arising in connection with Chapter I 
of these Bylaws, 

B. To inquire into and report on all questions 
arising under the Constitution and Bylaws and 
the Principles of Professional Conduct. 

(. To inquire into and report on all controversies 
involving a constituent, or component society or 
an individual, and to consider any charges brought 
against them. 

D. To inquire into and report on any other mat- 
ters which may be referred to it in the manner 
hereinafter provided, 


SECTION 2. AUTHORIZATION AND APPOINT- 
MENT: Boards of Inquiry may be authorized by the 
House of Delegates, the Board of Trustees or by 
the President on his own initiative for any of the 
purposes enumerated above. The authorization for 
a Board of Inquiry shall be as specific as possible 
in stating the particular purpose for which the 
Board is to be appointed. Boards of Inquiry shall 
be appointed by the President with the approval of 
the Board. Boards of Inquiry shall consist of no 
less than three and no more than seven members. 
Boards of Inquiry may consist in whole or in part 
of members of the Board of Trustees and/or of such 
other members in good standing as may be ap- 
pointed to it, provided, however, that each Board 
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of Inquiry shall have at least one member of the 
Board of Trustees included in its membership. The 
Chairman of a Board of Inquiry shall be appointed 
by the President at the time the entire Board is 
appointed as herein provided. 


SECTION 3. PROCEDURB: 

A. Each Board of Inquiry shall make such studies, 
examinations and findings and hold such hearings 
as may be appropriate in the partiewlar circum- 
stances, provided, however, that whenever charges 
against a constituent or component society or 
against an individual are considered, a_ hearing 
shall be mandatory.

B. Whenever a Board of Inquiry is 


to consider charges against a constituent or com- 
ponent society or against an individual member, 


each party shall have transmitted to it a written 
copy of the charges together with a notice of the 
time and place of the hearing; such notice to be 
sent by registered mail addressed to the party's 
last known address and mailed not less than thirty 
(30) days prior to the date of hearing. At any 
hearing held pursuant hereto, the respondent shall 
have the right of access to any evidence to be 
considered against him and further shall have the 
right to counsel to appear on his behalf. 


Cc. Any conclusions or decision of a Board of In- 
quiry reached pursuant to a hearing held under 
Subdivision B hereof, shall be reduced to writing 
and shall contain a copy of the charges, a_ state- 


ment of the facts, the conclusions or decision 
reached, and the penalty recommended, if any.

D. Conclusions of any Board of Inquiry appointed 
for purposes other than those provided in Sub- 
division B hereof, shall be promptly submitted in 
written form to the Secretary of this Association.

the Board of Trustees, prior to being submitted 
to the House.

F. The House of Delegates may aecept, reject or 
modify the findings of a Board of Inquiry, pro- 
vided, however, that when the finding of a Board 
of Inquiry includes a sentence of expulsion or 
suspension for more than one (1) year, such finding 
shall not be upheld nor shall it be imposed by 
the House, unless approved by a two-thirds (75) 
majority of the House present and voting. Any ac- 
tion by the House shall be final and conclusive. 


CHAPTER X. ELECTIONS 

PROCEDURE: Elective officers, members of the 
Board, members of the Standing Councils and all 
other elective positions, as enumerated in the Bylaws, 
shall be elected by the House, except as otherwise 
provided for in the Bylaws. 

Voting shall be by closed ballot, except when there 
is but one candidate for an office; such candidate 
shall be declared elected by acclamation. 

The Secretary shall provide all facilities for voting at 
the time provided for in the agenda of the House. 
In the case of an election for a single office, a 
majority of ballots cast shall elect. In the event that 
no majorty is obtained on the first ballot, the two 
candidates receiving the largest number of votes shall 
be balloted upon again. When more than one office 
is to be filled by the same election, or ballot, the 
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candidates receiving the largest number of votes 
shall be considered elected to the offices to be filled 
by such election, 


CHAPTER XI. SCIENTIFIC SESSIONS 

SECTION 1. OBJECT: Scientific sessions shall be 
established for the presentation and discussion of 
subjects pertaining to the science and art of Podiatry - 
Chiropody. 


SECTION 2. TIME AND PLACE: Scientific sessions 
shall be held annually at the same time and place as 
the annual meeting of the House. 
Other scientific sessions may be held at times and 
places determined by the House. 


SECTION 3. MANAGEMENT: The Board shall pro- 
vide for the management of and make arrangements 
for each scientific session not otherwise provided 
for in the Bylaws. 


SECTION 4. PXHIBITS: Products and services of 
interest to the profession of podiatry-chiropody may 
be exhibited at each scientific session under the direc- 
tion of the Board and in accordance with the rules 
and regulations established by that body. 


ADMISSION: Admission to the scien- 
tific sessions shall be limited to members of this 
Association and others invited in accordance with 
rules and regulations established by the Board. 


CHAPTER XII. PUBLICATIONS 

SECTION 1. OFFICIAL JOURNAL: 

A. TITLE: The Association shall cause to be pub- 
lished an official journal under the title, THE JOUR- 
NAL OF THE AMBRICAN PODIATRY ASSOCIA- 
TION, hereinafter referred to as the JOURNAL. 


SECTION 5. 


B. OBJECT: The object of the JOURNAL shall be to 
report and chronicle activities of scientific and pro- 
fessional interest to members of the podiatry- 
chiropody profession. 


C. The frequency of issue and the subscription rates 
shall be determined by the Board. 


D. The Editor of the Association shall be the Editor 
of the JOURNAL. 


SECTION 2. SPECIALTY JOURNALS: The Asso- 
ciation may cause to be published journals in the 
fields of podiatry-chiropody specialties under the 
editorial supervision of the Editor of the Association 
and subject to the direction of the Board. 


SECTION 3. The official transactions of the House, 
the Board and the reports of the officers, councils and 
committees shall be published under the direction of 
the Secretary. 


CHAPTER Xill. FINANCES 

SECTION 1. Funds shall be raised by annual dues 
paid by members of the Association, from the publi- 
cations of the Association and in any other manner 
approved by the House, 

Funds may be appropriated by the Board to defray 
the expenses of the Association, carry on its publica- 
tions, encourage scientific investigations and for any 
other purpose approved by the House. 

The budget of this Association as adopted by the 
House shall, insofar as possible, guide the Board 
of Trustees in the allocation of funds. This, how- 
ever, shall not limit the power of the Board to revise 
budget estimates whenever necessary and to the 
extent deemed prudent to effectuate the policies of 
the House. The Board may not authorize disburse- 
ments exceeding the total amount of the approved 
budget except in the case of extraordinary emergency 
agreed to exist by four-fifths (4/5) of the member- 
ship of the Board. 
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SECTION 2. The annual dues shall be recommended 
by the Board and approved by the House and shall 
be collected by the component society treasurers at 
the same time and as part of the component society 
dues, and shall be remitted to the Association Treas- 
urer by the component society on or ‘before the first 
day of June of each year. A special assessment or 
increase in dues shall require a two-third’s (24) 
majority of the House for approval. 

Members of the Association who are not members of 
a component society shall pay the annual dues di- 
rectly to the Treasurer of the Association on or before 
the first day of June of each year. 

Annual dues shall include subscription to the 
JOURNAL. 


SECTION 3. The Board may authorize the Secretary 
of the Association to excuse the following mem- 
bers from the payment of annual dues, provided 
they are excused from payment of local dues by their 
component and constituent societies and provided 
the request for exemption is transmitted through 
the component society to the Secretary of the 
Association. 


A. Interns and residents during the first two (2) 
years following graduation. Time served in the 
military services of the United States may be ex- 
cluded from the two year limitation, 


B. Members temporarily in the military service of 
the United States, regardless of local exemptions. 


(. Members for whom the payment of dues would 
constitute a hardship by reason of physical dis- 
ability, illness or other reasons, providing the 
reasons are investigated and set forth by the mem- 
ber’s component society. 


SECTION 4. A member is delinquent if his dues are 
not paid by July first of the fiscal year for which 
the dues are prescribed. 

The Secretary of the Association shall send each 
component society a notice of delinquency for each 
of its delinquent members notifying them of their 
arrears and stating that such members will be 
dropped from membership if their dues are not paid 
in full within sixty (60) days from the date of 
notice of delinquency. 

If the delinquent member's dues are not paid within 
the prescribed period after due notice, said delinquent 
member shall forfeit his membership in the Associa- 
tion and all the privileges pertaining thereto. 

Dues received by component societies for membership 
in this Association shall be construed to be held 
in trust for this Association and shall be trans- 
mitted promptly to the Secretary of the Association. 
Members of the Association who have forfeited their 
membership because of non-payment of the annual 
dues, cannot be reinstated until such indebtedness 
has been discharged, but such indebtedness shall 
apply only to the year of delinquency. 


SECTION 5. All members, subject to the payment of 
annual dues, elected to membership after January 
Ist, shall pay one half (%) of the current year’s 
dues, except that a student member, upon his clas- 
sification as an Associate member by a component 
society, shall pay no further dues for the remainder 
of the fiscal year in which he was entitled to the 
benefits of student membership. 

A former member of this Association, upon being 
reinstated to active membership, shall be required 
to pay the full year’s dues regardless of date of 
reinstatement. 

SECTION 6. ‘The fiscal year of this Association shall 
begin on June first of each calendar year and end 
on May thirty-first (31st) of the next calendar year. 
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INDEMNIFICATION OF OFFICERS 
AND OFFICIAL REPRESENTATIVES 


The Association shall indemnify and hold harmless 
each elected officer and representative now or here- 
after serving the Association, from and against any 
and all claims and liabilities to which he may be 
or become subject to by reason of his now and 
hereafter being or heretofore been an officer or 
representative of the Association and/or by reason 
of his alleged acts or omissions as an officer or 
representative as aforesaid, and shall reimburse each 
officer or representative of the Association for all 
legal and other expenses reasonably incurred by him 
in connection with the defense against such claims 
or liabilities, provided however, that no officer or 
representative shall be indemnified against nor be 
reimbursed for any expenses incurred in defending 
against any claim or liability arising out of bis own 
negligence or willful misconduct. 

The foregoing rights of officers and representatives 
of this Association shall not be exclusive of other 
rights to which they may be lawfully entitled. 


CHAPTER XV. AMENDMENTS 

These Bylaws may be amended by a two-thirds (34) 
vote of the accredited delegates present and voting at 
an annual session of the House, provided that the 
proposed amendment has been published in the 
JOURNAL at least ninety (90) days prior to the 
annual meeting of the House at which the proposed 
amendment shall be considered. 

Amendments made necessary by law shall be made 
either by the Board at any regular or special meeting 
of the Board, or by the House, whenever such neces- 
sity arises. 


CHAPTER XVI. RULES OF ORDER 

The deliberations of the Association, its House, Board, 
Councils and Committees shall be governed by the 
parliamentary rules and usages contained in the then 
current edition of “ROBERT’S RULES OF ORDER, 
REVISED,” when not in conflict with the Constitu- 
tion and Bylaws of the Association. 


CHAPTER XVII. ADOPTION. 

This Constitution and Bylaws shall become effective 
immediately upon adoption and shall supersede any 
and all prior Constitutions and Bylaws governing 
this the AMERICAN PODIATRY ASSOCIATION, 
provided that no member's terms of office for which 
he has been duly elected under a previous consti- 
tution and bylaws shall expire prior to the term 
previously designated; and notwithstanding the 
fact that the membership of a Board, Council, or 
Committee may exceed the number herein provided 
for a period not exceeding three (3) years: and that 
the Board of Trustees shall be construed to be the 
continuation of the Executive Council. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE NATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION OF CHIROPODISTS, INC. 
ARTICLE |. NAME 


The name of this organization shall be the National 
Association of Chiropodists, Inc., hereinafter referred 
to as the “Association.” 


ARTICLE Il. OBJECTS 

The objects of the Association shall be those de- 
scribed in the Certificate of Incorporation, but the 
purposes of the activities outlined therein shall be 
construed to be principally designed for the protec- 
tion and preservation of the name of this Association. 


ARTICLE Iil. 

SECTION 1. INCORPORATION: This Association is 
a non-profit membership corporation organized under 
the laws of the State of New York. 
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SECTION OFFICES: The principal office of this 
Association shall be that of the American Podiatry 
Association. 


SECTION 3. MEMBERSHIP: The membership of this 
Association shall consist of the duly qualified mem- 
bers of the American Podiatry Association. 


SECTION 4. COMPONENT AND AFFILIATED 
SOCIETIES: Component and affiliated societies shall 
consist of the duly chartered and admitted component 
and affiliated societies of the American Podiatry 
Association. 


ARTICLE IV. GOVERNMENT. 

The legislative and governing body of this Associa- 
tion shall be a House of Delegates, which shall be 
referred to as the “House” as provided in Chapter I 
of the Bylaws. The management of this Association 
shall be vested in a Board of Trustees as described 
in Chapter I, Section 2 of the Bylaws. 


ARTICLE V. OFFICERS 
The officers of this Association shall consist of a 
President, President Elect, First Vice-President, 
Second Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer as 
provided in the Bylaws. 


PRINCIPLES OF PROFESSIONAL 
CONDUCT 

The Principles of Professional Conduct shall be 
those in effect for the American Podiatry Association. 


ARTICLE Vil. AMENDMENTS 


This Constitution and/or its Bylaws may be amended 
by a two-thirds (%%) vote of all of the accredited

BYLAWS OF THE NATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION OF CHIROPODISTS, INC. 


CHAPTER |. GOVERNMENT 

SECTION 1. HOUSE OF DELBGATES: The House 
shall be composed of the duly elected and accredited 
delegates of the House of the American Podiatry 
Association. The House of Delegates shall meet 
at least once every ;five years, but more frequent 
meetings may be called by the President with the 
approval of two-thirds (24) of the members of the 
Board. 


SECTION 2. BOARD OF TRUSTBES: The Board 
of Trustees of the American Podiatry Association 
shall be the Board of Trustees. The Board of Trustees 
shall meet immediately following each meeting of 
the House. 


SECTION 3. OFFICERS: The officers provided for 
by Article V of the Constitution shall be those of 
like designation of the American Podiatry Associa- 
tion. Such officers shall have the duties incident to 
the corporate functions customarily pertaining to 
those offices. They shall serve until their successors 
are elected and qualified. They may perform such 
additional duties as are required. 


CHAPTER II. ADOPTION 

This Constitution and Bylaws shall be effective im- 
mediately upon adoption and shall supersede any 
and all previous Constitutions and Bylaws govern- 
ing this the National Association of Chiropodists,

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COMMUNICATION FROM 
THE PROFESSION 


To the Editor: 

I was most interested to read in the 
October issue of the British Journal of the 
Society of Chiropodists of Dr. Marvin W.
